' Men, though the Gariſon at firft conſiſted of between Nine 
and Ten Thouſand Men , The French Governor, the Marquis 
d' Oxelles deſpairing of being able to withſtand a General A(- 
fault, hung out the White Flag on the Ninth, capitulated, and 
was ſurrendrivg 3 But as yet we are Strangers to the Condi- 
tions , though they write, the Germans are ſo embittered a; 
gainſt the French , that the General Officers will find it a bard **= - 
matter to'with-hold' them from cutting them to pieces.
